encampment this year instead of having 
separate encampments of the three regi- 
ments, as heretofore.

Suing the Express Company.

Station was predicted for him by his ac- 
quaintances. They were not much surprised 
when one day, after leaving Knowles’s em- 
ploy, he appeared in the streets of Wor- 
cester in fine clothes and wearing handsome 
jewelry, However, his prosperity became 
80 great that it astonished every one who 
Knew him, and no one could account for it. 

Wilson was born in North Uxbridge, Mass., 
his mother being a mill hand. His family 
and relatives were poor laborers. In 1876 
Wilson returned to Uxbridge and began to 
Spend money like water. He fell in with 
Mattie A. Englee, aipretty mill hand, and 
fitted her up a beautfful cottage, which was 
elegantly: furnished. His experience as 
coachmaag had given him a taste for horses, 
and he soon bought a large number of trot- 
ters, which he kept in % fine stable, saying 
he would eventually start a stock farm 
and raise the fastest animals in the world. 
During that year he spent more than $75,000 
on his stable alone, to say nothing of what 
Miss Englee cost him. The next year he 
took Miss Englee to Europe, where they 
traveled in the most expensive style. On 
his return he built a $60,000 hotel, and al- 
most threw away his money in luxurious 
living. 

How the Money Was Obtained. 

After his Huropean trip, however, he be- 
came less secretive in regard to his own 
affairs. He made frequent trips to Wor- 
cester and Boston, and often exhibited his 
bank book to persons on the train. It was 
a ‘good bank book to exhibit; too, as it 
sometimes showed between $50,000 and $60,000 
to his credit. No one could solve this good 
standing with his bank, and gossip spread 
abroad many rumors. 

Finally the end came, Hattie Englee, the 
factory girl, became displeased with her 
position and wanted Wilson to make her his 
wife. This he refused to do, and various 
complications ensued. 

The source of his income was made known 
when he began suit for $150,000 against 
Philip L. Moen, the big barb wire manufact- 
urer, of Worcester, on the ground of breach 
of contract. He claimed this money had 
been promised him by Moen to settle the 
Englee affair. It was developed that in the 
years since 1875, when Wilson first showed 
signs of prosperity, Moen had paid him 
more than $400,000, 

“He used te give me money in armfuls,” 
said Wilson, during the trial. ‘‘He would 
generally meet me in seme dark place, mak- 
ing me come under disguise, and then would 
fairly shove the money at me. I sometimes 
received $5,... or $10,000 at a time.’ 

Mr. Moen auimitted that he had given 
Wilson the money. but said it had been 
given under compulsion—that it was a spe- 
cies of blackmail. According to fhe story 
told. at the time, me, met Moen at the 
latter’s stable one ‘morning in 1875. He said 
he had seen some one commit some crime, 
and would tell the ‘authorities unles8S he 
were given $100. What the crime was, or 
who committed it, was never told, though 
many stories were afloat regarding it. The 
one tnat was generally accepted was that 
a Hungarian refugee had been spirited 
away and‘murdered. But whatever it was, 
Moen gave the $100, and from that time, of 
course, became un easy victim to Wilson. 

Forced to Disgorge Freely. 

At first the demands were small, as Wil- 
son's early training had not fitted him for 
spending money lavishly. But soon his hab- 
its became extravagant, and the hundreds 
grew to thousands, Moen met his demands, 
sometimes sacrificing his property interests 
mash, until the last call came for 
$150,000. en he took a firm stand and re- 
fused to pay this—come what might. After 
a long-trial, in which a great deal of Inter-

* Clearing the Outer Bar. 

Colonel Goodyear’s work upon the oyter 
bar is'now being surveyed by a board ap- 
poirited under the act of congress to gur- 
vey it and determine whether he has se- 
cured the depths required under that éct. 
The bar is being deepened by explosions 
of dynamite upon the surface of the bet 
tom, a method never before adopted for 
that purpose. Prior to 1891 two vessels, 
Mamed respectively the Sunbeam and the 
Alpharata Campbell were wrecked in 
storms in the channe! then existing over 
thg outer bar, and in a short time that 
channel was closed to commerce,’ leaving 
as the only practical channel across the 
bar, the best depth of “water over shoals, 
which had always existed to the south of 
this’ channel.

‘Dp. Hawthorne Preached a Strong Sermon 
on Watching the Dying Christ.” 


OR. CANDLER AT TRINITY CHURCH 


Yesterday Was an Interesting Day in All 
the Churches, and Larze Congre- 
gations W ere the Order. 


Dr. Hawthorne preached yesterday and 
was listened to by a large congregation. 

His text was taken from Matthew xxvii, 
36: “Sitting down they watched Him 
there.’”? The- subject of the sermon was 
“Watching the Dying Christ.’’ 

Dr. Hawthorne said: “During the six 
hours in which the Lord Jesus hung upon 
‘the cross, tasting death for every man, a 
mixed multitude of -people, representing 
every nationality, and every element of 
society, gathered about him and watched 
His dying struggles and listened to His 
dying words. Let us this morning place 
ourselves in imagination in the midst of 
that throng and thoufhtfully and reverently 
behold  God’s Son, our Savior, as He 
passes through the most awful drama that 
man or angel ever saw. When we have 
done this, I think that we shall be con- 
strained to say with the Roman soldier: 
‘Surely this Man was the .Son of God.’ 

“Jesus was nailed to the cross while it 
was lying on the ground. Afterwards it 
was raised and suddenly jerked into its 
socket of stone. I will not attempt any 
description of the first agony of that 
lacerated and quivering flesh. Imagine 
rough iron spikes suddenly driven through 
the most sensitive parts of your own hands 
and feet. Then imagine the aggravation 
of anguish produced by a sudden suspen- 
sion of your body on these instruments of 
torture. At no period of the drama was 
our Lord’s physical suffering so acute 
and intense as at the moment when the 
cross was lifted up &nd thrust into the 
morticed rock. And yet it was then that 
He was most forgetful of self—it was then 
that he was most profoundly concerned for 
the guilty race which He came to save— 
it was then that He prayed: ‘Father, for- 
give them; they know not what they do.’ 

“I have seen persons in sucn bodily suf- 
fering that, they could not pray at all. I 
have seen others pray in passing through 
the pangs of death; but it was a cry of 
pity, for relief, for rescue from an open 
hell and everlasting burnings. I1 have seen 
a mother grappling with death, gasping, 
choking, and yet at the same time invok- 
Ing the benediction of God’s peace upon 
her broken-hearted children. But the Son 
of Man when He came to death, a death 
of such anguish as no human being has 
ever experienced, was concerned first 
of all for His enemies—His murderers. He

It is remarkable that populism, with its. 
doctrine of dependence on a paternal gov- 
ernment, should have gained any foothold 
among this proud and self-reliant popula- 
tion, now the most peculiarly American in 
the whole union. The faces of the*crowds 
collected at the railway stations are almost 

. wholly of a distinctly American type and 
_ indicative of a long American lineage, ex- 
cept where they exhibit the African features 
They are strong and well-modeled faces, 
and the physical development generally is 
vigorous and enduring. Seeing them, no- 
body need be surprised that the rebellious 
'-gouth was able to gather together armies 
incomparable in their fortitude. If there 
is anywhere a notion that this climate 
tends to the. enfeeblement. of the people, 
the experience of the civil: war and present 
observation in all parts of the south prove 
it to be utterly baseless. The young men 
of the country districts are almost invaria- 
bly notable specimens of athletic manhood. 
Their grasp is strong and firm, their move- 
_ ments are much freer andmore graceful than 
. we are accustomed to see in similar regions 
at the north, and they give all the evidences 
- of an enduring and’commanding race. Their 
habit of riding and of pursuing the chase, 
ting, gives them a 
not see among the

accustomed so _sur- 
mount physical obstacles, and _ in- 
ured to hardship, They constitute 
superior examples of the English race, for, 
in general, the southern white population 
is made up of the olé American stock of 
English descent, strengthened and “enliven-

@nd Huguenot blood of colonial times. The 
later admixture of foreign clements has 
been comparatively trifling. 
A notable phase of southern society is

The democratic character of society is 
also preserved here more fully than at the 
north, certainly than in the more eastern 
‘states. The malignant envy and jealousy 
of prosperity which has been imported into 

the north during the last generation, a vile 

wrexctic, does not exist here, so far as con- 

‘eerns the feeling of the southern people 

toward each other, though it may be that 

there is some such sentiment regarding the 

superior material wealth of the north. Us- 

ually the relations of the people in their 

social and business intercourse are distinct- 

ly and, to me, charmingl democratic.

These are simply illustrations to indicate 
how widely the ‘tone of manners they ex- 
hibit’ prevails at the south. The use of 
“sir’ in addressing social equals is frequent. 
Yesterday I heard a man address his wite 
as “ma’am.” The civility of the people to 
strangers is remarkable, and far from dis- 
pleasing in its formal courtesy. The defer- 
ence to women especially is striking. is 

Now, we turn to something in a dif- 
ferent and more practical vein. The 
Cincinnati Commercial-Gazetie ~ urges 
its readers to reach out for the southern 
trade, and predicts that this region will 
become the most productive section of 
the country. Speaking of Cyrus Me- 
Cormick’s determination before the war 
to move his reaper factory to the Pied- 
mont belt in order ‘to get close to an in- 
exhaustible hard wood supply, it says: 

In this connection it may be saié that the 
hard wood of the south remains; the trees 
have continued to grow; the, forests have 
not been destroyed as at the north. Much 
of the timber, it is true, has been brought 
north, but it is hardly missed. At the 
same time coal mines have been developed, 
and it will not be long until the plan that 
McCormick had in view may be carried out 
by other manufacturers. 

Much of the furniture sold in our cities is 
manufactured at Grand Rapids, Mich. It 
has been found eheaper to ship furniture 
from that lumber center than to transport 
the raw material. But there must soon be 
an end to the supply of lumber ad the north. 
The ax of the woodman has beéh most de- 
structive. The destructionists have only 
the present in view; they care nothing for 
the future. The Allegheny mountains, 
which used to furnish white pine lumber 
for the Ohio valley, are no longer depended 
upon; that industry has almost entirely 
ceased. Next the north received attention, 
but now supplies from that country are also 
falling off, and the yellow pine of the south 
is being substituted largely in the construc- 
tion of buildings for the white pine of Penn- 
sylvania and Michigan. The lumber busi- 
ness, therefore, has reached a fair begin- 
ning at the south, and necessity is sure to 
stimulate the industry. 

The editor of The Springfield, O., 
Farm News, is another beliewer in the 
new south. Here is the way le puts it: 

There are possibilities for the farmer in 
the south that can never exist in the north. 
Lands are cheap, easily cultivated and fer- 
tile. Railroads are accessible in every part 
of the south almost, and enterprise will 
build them as fast as they are needed where 
they are not now to be found. If the read- 
United States, 
and-find Macon, Ga., on it, and then draw. 
a line from there to Boston, Mass.; thence 
to Chicago, Ill., and'thence back to Macon, 
he will find on consulting the statistics that 
the triangle thus described will contain 
half the population of the United States, 
and also all the great manufacturing, coal 
mining and shipping interests.

But he does not pause here. He is so 
well pleased with the outlook for farm- 
ers and fruit growers in southern Geor- 
gia that he has decided to make his 
home there for the future. As much as 
he loves Ohio, he admits that for him 
who tills the soil it is not as good a 
place as Georgia. 

We have been tempted to quote con- 
siderably at length because the matters 
treated by our northern contemporaries 
are of national as welbk as local interest. 
One more extract bearing upon the cot- 
ton mill industry will do for the pres- 
ent. The Boston Journal of Commerce 
makes this prediction: 

The Piedmont district has been educating 
a class of mill operatives, in the past few 
years, which hds become expert in the 
manufacture ef a class of goods in which 
it has no competition, and, having this ad- 
vantage in labor, she will maintain her 
pre-eminence regardless of the price of cot- 
ton. 

We might fill column after column 
with similar extracts. Undoubtedly, 
the eyes of outside capitalists and men 
of enterprise are now turned southward, 
and with a little encouragement they 
will in the next few years come here to 
stay and build up the country. No quar- 
ter of the globe is receiving half of the 
favorable attention that is now devoted 
to the south, and it is about time to 
take this tide in our affairs at its flood 
and ride on it to fortune.

Shining for the Gold Sharks. 

For several years we have been 
watching and waiting for the advent of 
the goldbug editor who will tell the 
truth without reserve and state facts 
impartially. The following remarks 
from The New York Sun, based on an 
article in The Constitution, do not meet 
the conditions we have laid down—do 
not fulfill the conditions: 

What our contemporary has yet to learn 
is that the alternative of gold or silver, the 
“choice” as it is termed here, with which 
The Constitution thinks it is confronted as 
a new question, is as old as the history 
of gold and silver money. The last choice 
by this country, made under conditions dis- 
tinguishing gold from silver as definitely as 
they are distinguished today, and pointing 
to a monometallism’ as inexorable as that 
which our contemporary discovers now, was 
made in 1834, and the United States chose 
gold. The difference between the value of 
the two metals was then so slight that the 
“stacdard of value passed from silver to 
gold without shock or flurry, just as it could 
pass again to silver if silver should recover 
its former value. 

The Ccnstitution’s programme, or rather 
the silver programme, is to legislate the 
standard of prices bodily over from gold to 
silver, after a sixty years’ measurement by 
gold monometallism and when silver has 
sunk to but little better than half the value 
of gold. It is to go from one monometal- 
allism, as we have it now, or silver mono-

But this fact, instead of being-an ar- 
gument against bimetallism, shows that 
France, valuing silver higher. than the 
United States, was able to bear the 
whole burden -and td keep the value 
of the two metals “As ut the ratio of 
15% to 1.

In fine, the | 


cent from the mint ratio. 
variations between the two metals were 
inappreciable in business transactions, 
and were exceeded by the fluctuations in 
exchange. 

The New York Sun does not correctly 
state what it is pleased to term “The 
Constitution’s programme.” We think 
it would be perfectly just andeequitable 
to “legislate the standard of prices over 
to silver’—or to where the gold stand- 
ard found them in 1873—but the pro- 
gramme of the bimetallists is to pass 
legislation that will affect the value of 
silver, and, by restoring the demands, for 
that metal as money, to make an- ounce 
of it worth $1.29 at. the mints and in 
the markets. Prices have net been meas- 
ured in gold for sixty years. For 
eighty-one years, or from 1792 to 1873, 
prices were on a bimetallic basis. What 
the people desire to do is to restore this 
bimetallic basis even at the risk of of- 
fending the plutocrats and their organs.

From the standpoint of the 
shark and the .plutocrat, yes;

A Black Chapter of History.

The grumblers -who claim that the 
world is growing worse should glance 
backward a little and survey the condi- 
tions of American life during the first 
quarter of the present century. 

It is hard to believe that in a Chris- 
fan country only seventy years ago 
creditors were allowed to imprison their 
debtors for life, and yet such was the 
case in the United States. We extract 
the following from an official report: 

It appgars that between January 1. 1820, 
and April 1, 1822, 3,492 persons were impris- 
oned for debt in Boston: that 2,000 of them 
were deprived of liberty for sums less than 
$20; that 430 were women, and that the suf- 
fering and distress occasioned to the fami- 
lies of the persons imprisoned involved 
more than 10,000 human beings. One brute 
had a woman who owed him $12, dragged 
to jail with an infant at her breast. 

There she and her hie remained in a 
crowded room for twenty days, by which 
time the ‘nfant had become insane and was 
carried away by a stranger to breathe its 
last, while the miserable mother remained 
in confinement. Yet another creditor im- 
prisoned a woman for a debt of $3.60, and 
forced her to leave two children under two 
years of age behind her in what had once 
been her home. An instance was known of 
a man who was lodged one bitter winter 
night in the Cambridge jail, where he froze 
to death before morning, and another debt- 
or was imprisoned for thirty years. When 
his case was brought to light his friends 
had utterly forgotten him. 

There are numerous instances of man’s 
inhumanity to man, but such oppressive 
eruelty in these days would not be per- 
mitted in the darkest corner of America. 

It is impossible to read a faithful 
chronicle of the socalled “good old 
times” without horror and disgust, and 
the men of today who find these bits of 
forgotten history in the course of their 
researches ‘cannot but. feel thankful that 
they are living in a more enlightened 
and a more humane. age. There is a 
wide difference between the America of 
this generation and the America of 
three-quarters of a century ago.

The ‘squire got so that he could 
shoot at a board at the distance of 200 yards 
and after the first bullet went through the 
board he would bet ten to’one that he 
could shoot 1,000 more bullets through the 
same hole.”’

THE GOVERNOR NAMES THE COMMISSION 


Not an Arbitration, but a Court of Superior | 


Jurisdiction Whose Decision on the 
Debated Question Will Be Final, 


The members of the special commission | 
to pass upon and decide all matters of con- 
troversy between the state and any person 
or persons affecting or relating to the West- 
ern and Atlantic railroad, were named by 
Governor Atkinson Saturday. 

They are: Judge John L. Hopkins, of At- 
lanta; Hon. Warner Hill, of Meriwether 
county, and Hon. Thomas R. Jones, of Dal- 
ton. 

This commission is created in accordance 
With house joint resolution No. 13, adopted 
by the last legislature; and the special mat- 
ter which it will consider'is: the controversy 
between the state and the Central Railroad 
Company over certain property between 
Forsyth and Whitehall streets. The Cen- 
tral claims the property in question as part 
of its right of way, while the state con- 
tends that it belongs to the Western and 
Atlantic right of way. 

The action of the legislature was taken 
for the purpose and with the idea of facili- 
tating the settlement of these controver- 
Sies over the state road property, or por- 
tions of it. The joint resolution empowers 
the governor to name a commission of 
three and gives to this commission § the 
powers of a court of last resort, its decision 
on all matters submitted to it being final. 

A few days ago Receiver Comer, of the 
Central railroad, was in conference with 
Governor Atkinson and Mr. W. A. Wim- 
bish, the state’s special attorney, concern- 
ing a suit now pending in the Fulton su- 
perior court over the property above men- 
tioned, and the result was the agreement 
on the part of the officials of the Central 
that the suit now pending should be with- 
drawn from the court and should be sub- 
mitted to the commission provided for by 
the legislature. An agreement to that ef- 
fect was signed by Governor Atkinson( 
representing the state; by Mr. H. M. 
Comer, as president, and Mr. T. M. Cun- 
ningham as treasurer, of the Central Rail- 
road and Banking Company, and by Messrs. 
Comer and R. Somers Hayes, receivers of 
the Central Railroad and Banking Com- 
pany. 

The necessity of the commission having 
arisen the governor made the appointments, 
as announced. 

The commission will sit at the capitol, 
but will probably not begin its work until 
June or July. Mr. Wimbish will represent 
the state in all of these cases. 

The matter of compensation of commis- 
Sioners is left to the governor, with the ap- 
proval of the next session of the legisla- 
ture.
